Select  shrubbery  which 
takes  a tall  pyramidal  or  upright  form  for  planting 
at  such  places.  Then  graduate  sideways  and  to  the 
front,  with  more  dwarf  and  lower  growing  shrubs, 
using  choice,  distinctive  specimens  at  entrance. 
This  beautifying  of  the  home  involves  less  expense 
than  one  is  inclined  to  believe  when  beholding  the 
results.  It  is  more  a matter  of  good  judgment  and 
good  taste  than  a “big  purse.”
